A package with wires attached was discovered by victim beneath hocd of 
his auto and against the firewall adjacant to the drivers side of car. Package 
was interferring with the throttle trayel of the throttle rod. Victim drove 
for several miles at very slow speed, unaware of the package or obstruction 
of the gas control. After stopping at a garage, the device was discovered. 


The cap "leg wires" were atteched with alligator clips, one lead to the 
coil, and one lead to the adjustment bar of the alternator (the ground). The 
lead to the coil apparently malfunctioned due to excessive dirt and grease on 

same. The package was hand-entered and rendered safe. The entire package 

was wrapped with aluminum duct tape end a closed type explosive device. Upon 

entry, the cap was removed from a 1-1b Trojan booster charge, which was adjacent 
. to 18 whole sticks and two sticks brokenin half (h vieces) of "Red Arrow Dupont" 
. brand, 70% strength, with Number P75AUL5A, end a portion of a paper carton 

wrapper to booster stayed with the inside adhesive which may have contained the 

code numbers. The tape and dynamite wrappers may: contain latent prints. vrhotes 

of prints of the mechanic on scene, victin, bomb squad officers, are available 

for comparison purposes.
